Upon the whole, fince Mr. Boo:he hath, in relation to the Adminiſtration only, endeavoured to do right 
to the Memory of his Brother, the late Earl, and to Indemnify and Reimburſe himſelf for his Innocent 
i: TranfaQtions, atthe Requeſt of the preſent Earl, and is in danger of being deprived of all manner of Support 
and Maintenance , unleſs he can proceed for the Diſcovery of the Deed which ſettled his Annuity ; it is 
LY hoped. that the Lords in Parliament will oblige the faid Farl to wave his Privilege, or that they
